The Fertilizer Bill. 


A bill was imtreduced into the Massache- 
setts Legislature at its last session, alleged to 
be for the purpose of aoe the mans 
facture and sale of fraudulent commercial for- 
tilizers.

The Case of Wagner. 

Louis Wagner who, week before last, was 
tried at Alfred and convicted of the double 
murder at Smutty Nose Island on the night of 
the 5th of March last, and who was in jail at 
Alfred awaiting the action of the full bench on 
the exceptions filed by his counsel, made his 
escape on Wednesday night of last week. 

The jail at Alfred has recently been com- 
pleted at a cost to the county of forty thousand 
dollars, but from the ease with which Wagner 
and two other prisoners made their escape, it 
would seem to be badly constructed or very neg- 
ligently guarded, and perhaps both. It ap- 
pears that Wagner unfastened his cell door 
which was held bya simple lock, which he 
readily picked, and climbing into the attic over 
the jailer’s apartments and passing through a 
ventilator, he made his way to the roof of the 
jail. Through another ventilator he lowered 
himself into the attic over the jailer’s apart- 
ments, opened a tfp door by removing a pane 
of glass and then passed into the jailor’s rooms 
and out at the front door. Before leaving the 
building, he broke open the pantry and pro- 
vided himself with rations for his journey. A 
short time before his escape he said that he 
would soon ‘‘bid the officers good-bye,’’ which 
proved to be no idle boast. 

Two new watchmen were put on guard that 
night with special instructions to watch Wag- 
ner. About 9 o’clock in the evening one of the 
watchmen on looking into the cell saw Wagner, 
as he supposed, lying upon his bed. At 3 A. 
M., he was seen in the same position. The 
suspicions of the watchmen were then awa- 
kened, and on examination they ascertained 
that for six hours they had been guarding a 
dummy. ‘Lhe bird had flown leaving his clothes 
stretched upon a broom stick. The sheriff of 
the county was absent at the time, and no at- 
tempts at re-capture were made until late in 
the day. We are not aware that any criminal 
charges have been brought against the manage- 
ment of the jail, but therecertainly appears to 
have been carelessness and gross neglect of du- 
ty. It was well known that the locks were in- 
secure, and yet a prisoner convicted of wilful 
murder was not kept in irons after he had 
boasted that he could ‘‘pick the lock with a 
straw.” 

Wagner was re-arrested in Farmington N. H. 
Saturday afternoon. He called at the house of 
Mr. W. P. Tanner and asked for food, saying 
that he had eaten nothing for several days. He 
also said that he was footsore and weary. He 
was recognized by his photograph, and Mr. 
Tanner at once went to obtain assistance in or- 
der to arrest him. When he returned Wagner 
had finished his meal and was making for the 
woods, when he was pursued and taken with- 
out much difficulty. He was placed in irons, 
and on Monday morning Sheriff Strafford took 
him to Alfred. A reward of five hundred dol- 
lars had been offered for his arrest . 

The arrest of Wagner causes a feeling of re- 
lief, though we are aware that there is an opin- 
ion with some that the testimony against him 
was insufficient to convict him, and some have 
not hesitated to express satisfaction at his es- 
cape. We hope that it was no such feeling as 
this that aided him in making his escape. The 
testimony against the accused was circumstan- 
tial, but we can hardly see how it could have 
been more conclusive. A net-work of circum- 
stances was woven around him,the force of which 
his own statements failed to impair, much less 
break dewn. it is well understood that capi- 
tal punishment is practically abolished in this 
State, and this fact may have had some effect 
en tho minds of the jury, though if the life of 
Wagner had depended on their verdict, we can- 
not see how they could consistently have brought 
in any other. 

The recognition of Wagner at New Castle, 
on the morning after the murder, by several 
persons who were acquainted with him, threw 
complete discredit on the statements respecting 
his whereabouts, made by himself. If his own 
statements were true, he eould not have been 
at New Castle on that morning, and that he 
was there was proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt. The fact of his being at New Castle 
would naturally connect him with the boat found 
floating in the river, and was the place where 
he might be expected to be, if he was return- 
ing from the Isleof Shoals. The apparent un- 
willingness of the prisoner’s counsel to meddle 
with the witnesses which swore to the fact, 
and his neglect to cross-examine them, clearly 
shows that this was one of the strong points in 
the case. 

We should be unwilling to have Wagner 
hanged, and if he had not escaped there was 
no immediate danger of such a result. We 
would not like to have him hanged; first, be- 
cause we do not believe this is the best method 
of disposing of persons convicted of murder, 
and second, because we allow that the case ad- 
mits of the possibility of a doubt, or in other 
words, there is the remotest possibility that he 
may be innocent notwithstanding the appar- 

ently uubroken chain ot circumstances by which 
he is connected with the terrible crime. It is 
urged by some that an adequate motive for the 
murders was not shown by the government. 
We know that different persons place different 
estimates upon the value of human life, and 
while one would be tempted to commit murder 
for a large sum, another more hardened or less 
scrupulous would commit the same crime fora 
much smaller sum. It was shown that Wag- 
ner had stated that he mast have money if he 
had to commit murder for it, and it was also 
proved that Hontvet had a considerable sum of 
money by him. 

The appearance of Wagner during the trial 
has been cited as inconsistent with the idea of 
guilt, but we were informed by one who was 
present during the entire trial and whose state- 
ments are entided to the fullest confidence, 
that a casual observer would be likely to go 
away favorably impressed with the appearance 
of Wagner, but that no one who had watched 
him closely for any length of time, could fail of 
seeing at intervals a sinister expression cross- 
ing his face and an a) of deep malig- 
nity in bis eyes. His escape from prison be- 
fore his case was finally disposed of, must be 
regarded as further evidence of his guilt. 
We are gratified at Wagner’s arrest and sin- 
cerely hope that he will not eseape the pens 
which our laws impose upon one who is found 
guilty of so heinous a crime.

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Dears or Hiram Powsrs. Many of our 
readers will be pained to learn that Hiram 
Powers, the distinguished American Sculptor, 
died at Florence, Italy, on Friday laét)of pul*’ 
monary consumption. For several he 
has been in poor health, but he battled man- 
fully against the attacks of the insidious de- 
stroyer and heped that by remaining in the 
mild climate of Italy, he might ultimately re- 
cover. A few months ago he felt compelled 
to lay a:ide his chissel and mallet, and since 
that time the progress of the disease has been 
more rapid. A person of less determination 
would have succumed long ago, but Mr. Pow- 
ers was a man of indomitable perseverance, and 
doubtless for a long time, retarded the prog- 
ress of the disease by the force of his own 
strong will. But in the contest between poor 
humanity and death, the final issue is never in 
doubt. 

Hiram Powers was born in Woodstock, Ver- 
mont, July 29th, 1805. He was the son of a 
small farmer of that town and the youngest of 
eight children. His early education was much 
neglected, his services being required on the 
farm, when he ought to have been at school. 
None of his early studies were of a nature to 
develope those peculiar faculties, the posses- 
sion of which has since placed him at the head 
of American sculptors and given him a bril- 
liant reputation wherever Art is known and 
appreciated. When Hiram was quite young, 
his father emigrated with his family to Ohio, 
which was then a frontier State, but it seems 
that his removal did not improve his condition 
and he soon died leaving his family destitute. 
Young Powers then made his way to Cincin- 
nati, where he was successfully employed in a 
hotel, a store anda clock-makers shop. It 
was while thus employed that he made the ac- 
quaintance of a foreign artist from whom he 
learned the art of modeling in clay. His gen- 
ius for this department of the fine arts was 
very soon developed, and he found employment 
in the Museum as a modeler in wax. He had 
charge of the wax show work for nearly seven 
years. From this humble beginning he lived 
to become one of the greatest artists of the 
world and one of the most distinguished men 
of the present century. 

In 1835, Mr. Powers went to Washington 
where his fame had already preceded him, and 
he was very flatteringly received. He mod- 
eled the busts of many of the most distin- 
guished Statesmen of that period, including 
President Jackson, Martin Van Buren, Dan- 
iel Webster, Mr. Oalhoun, John Quincy 
Adams, Edward Everett, Chief Justice Mar- 
shall and several others who appreciated and 
desired to encourage the young artist. He al- 
so made the acquaintance and secured the 
friendship of Mr. Longworth, the rich vine 
grower of Cincinnati, which was of great ad- 
vantage tohim. He first visited Italy in 1837 
and since that time that home of art and art- 
ists has been his home. He resided principal- 
ly at Florence, but was well acquainted in all 
parts of Italy. His first great work was his 
Eve, of which the distinguished Thorwaldsen, 
then in the zenith of his glory, remarked that 
it was a work of which any artist might well 
be proud of as a masterpiece. 

The next year he modeled his ‘‘Greek slave,”’ 
a work which has given him wider notority 
than any of his previous efforts. There is 
hardly an American citizen who has not seen 
and admired a representation of this statute 
either in marble or plaster. No collection of 
works of art would be capsidered complete 
without a duplicate of ‘Powers’ Greek slave.” 
His ‘‘Fisher boy,’’‘‘Proserpine’’ and ‘‘Pense- 
roso”’ are among his other well known pro- 
tions. 

The industry of Mr. Powers is shown in the 
great number and variety of his works. He 
produced the statue of Washington for the 
State of Louisiana; and that of Mr. Calhoun 
for South Carolina. The bronze statute of 
Mr. Webster, now in front of the State House 
in Boston, is one of his productions. Many 
busts of eminent Americans have been execut- 
ied by Mr. Powers, and they are in all cases 
performances of a high order, and will ever 
rank with the first class of artistic productions. 
The story of Mr. Powers’ life is full of en- 
couragement to young men who are poor, yet 
feel that they are born for something higher 
and nobler than the mere drudgery of human 
existence.

Mr. Kimball keeps on hand an elegant as- 
sortment of carriages, running through the va- 
rious grades from a common open buggy to a 
coach, all of which are manufactured in his 
shops in Portland, and for beauty of design, 
thoroughness of construction and elegance of 
finish, they are not surpassed by any carriages 
made in this country, and in fact their reputa- 
tion is not confined to Maine or New England. 
Mr. Kimball has wisely determined to leave 
the arena of politics, which he entered with 
great reluctance, and hereafter devote himself 
exclusively to his large business. Notwith- 
standing the pressure brought to bear by party 
friends, he will not again consent to be a can- 
didate for Governor of the State.

taught several terms of school in the county of 


Oxford. Among the pupils were three broth- 
ers, two of whom were bright, scholarly fel- 
lews, but the other, in comparison, was called 
a blockhead. He never would confine himself 
to his books, and as a recitation scholar he was 
as perfect a failure as there was in school. In- 
stead of studying his lesson, his delight, as it 
then seemed, was to torture a fly or some other 
insect, by impaling it with a pin and watching 
its struggles to free itself, with great apparent 
satisfaction. But as is too often the case, he 
was a genius and no one knew it. The two 
scholarly brothers are now professional men of 
fair reputation, while the other is Prof. A. E. 
Verrill, whom Prof. Baird of the Smithsonian 
Institute declares to be the greatest of living 
Zoologists.

Ga Wasbington’s Headquarters at Morris- 
town, New Jersey, will be preserved unchanged, 
The house had been bought in by several pat- 
riotic gentlemen for $25,000, and will be held 
by them until the State takes it off theig hands, 
‘at the same price. It was built in 1774, by 
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For the past few years gentlemen from Wis- 
casset Lave been trying hard to push a rail- 
road back trom that village into the country, 
with seemingly little care where it goes. First 
it was the Kennebec & Wiscasset Railroad, the 
famous ‘‘serpentine route’’ which proposed to 
run round the arc of a circle, with the sppar- 
ent idea, that the further a road had to be 
built to reach a given point, the more it would 
pay. But failing to get loans of credit to 
their mind, now under an amended charter, it 
becomes the Wiscasset & Moosehead Railroad 
and proposes to run to Moosehead Lake. By 
at the map it will be seen that this 
route lies wholly through small country towns 
at no point, after leaving Wiscasset, passing 
any considerable village; it passes through a 
community of farmers and petty traders. The 
estimated cost is $2,500,000—$515,000 of 
stock to be taken by capitalists, the remaining 
$1,500,000 more or less to be raised by the 
sale of bonds. Now we well know that the 
interest on this vast sum has got to be paid, 
both upon the stock held by the towns and up- 
on the semi-annual bonds as fast as they are 
issued, to aid in constructing the road. Work 
cannot be done without money, and if money 
is hired interest mast be paid thereon. The 
most enthusiastic friends of the road do not 
pretend but that the whole ora large part of 
this interest, must be met by the towns for 
years; and to meet it, will they not have to be 
taxed heavily? In this calculation I have sup- 
posed the road to be built without further as- 
sessments upon the stockholders or loss of 
what they have invested in stock, but this sup- 
position is not warranted by the experience of 
other towns and individuals, who have engaged 
in railroading with small capital. It is a well 
known fact that the original holders of stock 
in the Portland & Kennebec Railroad, lost ev- 
ery dollar they invested. It is easy to find 
gentlemen all along the route of this road who 
lost from a few hundreds up to ten. thousand 
dollars. Towns and individuals who took 
stock in other parts of the Maine Central, lost 
heavily. In fact, asa gentleman lately re- 
marked while cogversing upon taking the first 
stock in new railroads, nearly all who have 
done so in New England have lost. One of 
the gentlemen interested in the proposed rail- 
road being asked if Unity would take stock 
said, ‘No, she got bit in the Belfast & Moose- 
head road;”’ inferring, I presume, that coun- 
try towns would not consent to be “‘bit” but 
once. To-day that same Belfast & Meosehead 
R. R. is leased to the Maine Central for forty 
years, and the towns which helped build it are 
paying a Heavy sum in interest each year. 
With these facts before us, is it not best for 
us to stop and look the matter over carefully 
before we invest ten per cent. of our valuation? 
We have been assured over and over again, 
that there is no possibility of loss; but does 
any one suppose that those who invested in 
other roads did not receive the same assurance? 
They lost; what reasons have we to expecta 
different result? The Knox & Lincoln road runs 
a route well calculated for both passengers and 
freight, and yet does not pay the interest upon 
the cost of construction; the towns along the 
route still paying three per cent. upon it. 
Now the proposed road lies ina section of 
country which is not to be compared with the 
above for freight or passengers and what rea- 
sonable prospect is there, that it can pay the 
wages of officers and employes, cost of ran- 
ning, repairs, damages &c., the interest upon 
it’s own cost, and prepare to meet its mortgage 
bonds when they shall mature? I simply sug- 
gest these things that other plain folks like 
myself may think them over. 
Again, let us notice who the gentlemen are 
who are pushing this railroad through; mer- 
chants and lawyers. The merchant of Wis- 
casset would gain largely in trade and know 
very well that the taxes he would have to pay 
would be but a small item, when his increased 
profits were taken into account. Nota farm- 
er comes to urge us to take stick, on the con- 
trary, it is reported, that his village neighbors 
have voted upon his own town, more than he 
cares to help carry. NowI believe that the 
road under consideration, while it will espec- 
ially benefit the merchant and manufacturer, 
will also benefit the farmer, provided he can 
get it at a reasonable sacrifice, but I do not be- 
lieve it is for the interest of farming towns to 
run the risk of loosing $40,000 or $50,600 
apiece in it. Let them come up manfully and 
give a few thousand dollars to aid in its con- 
struction, and let those who aré more especial- 
ly interested in it, do the rest.

ta Mr. Payson, the agent of the Burnham 
family to investigate their right to an estate in 
England, after a careful examination, recapitu- 
lates the points established by him as follows :

Third—That there is not now, nor ever could 
have been, any real estate answering to the 
description heretofore given of this property. 
Fourth—That from the very nature of the 
tenure by which the lands in question have 
been held, both in London and in Lambeth, it 
is simply impossible that Benjamin Burnham 
ever could have been the owner of them. 
Fifth—That a very strong presumption is 
created that said Benjamin Burnham did not 
die of the personal property which 
has been attributed to him. 
The trustees of the Burnham Association of 
America accept this conclusion with calmness, 
observing in their preface to the printed re- 
port, that ‘thereafter the Burnham family can 
have the satisfaction of knowing that they have 
reached the bottom of this perplexing matter.’’ 
We presume that the Chase heirs will ere long 
come to the same conclusion. We have known 
many persons who were living on “‘great ex- 
pectations”’ of this kind, but we have never 
known a single instance where such hopes end- 
ed in fruition.
